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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicants argue that the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection has been obviated by amendments and 
arguments that the claims connote both a "top-down" formation or a "bottom-up" formation. It is the position of the Examiner that this 
connotation is not readily apparent from the claims or the Specification. This rejection would be maintained. Applicants further argue 
that the cited prior art does not teach or suggest the method of the instant claims. With regard to the method claims, it is reiterated that it 
is the position of the Examiner that no criticality is seen in reducing the number of steps in the preparation of the dressing. While the 
Examiner recognizes and appreciates the new language of the claim, the end product is the same and no unexpected results are seen 
from calendering the adhesive directly to the backing film. It is not understood what advantages the removal of this step has on the 
process or the product While, the applicants recited that economic advantages are achieved or efficiency in the manufacturing is 
achieved, it is unclear how or to what extent these advantages are realized.
